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INSTRUCTIONS  TO  EXPORTERS 


Shipper's  Export  Declarations  (Form  7525  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment) are  the  sole  source  of  statistics  of  commodity  exports  from 
the  United  States.  Many  manufacturers  and  exporters  have  pro- 
claimed the  value  of  these  statistics. 

It  is  to  the  interest  of  all  firms  engaged  in  foreign  trade  to  maintain 
the  greatest  possible  d^ree  of  accuracy  in  the  figures.  The  purpose 
of  tms  pamphlet  is  to  assist  shippers  of  all  kinds  of  iron,  steel,  and 
hardware  products  in  the  proper  execution  of  export  declarations, 
particularly  in  regard  to  the  correct  classification  of  articles  exported. 

The  official  schedule  of  commodities  and  regulations  governing  sta- 
tistical returns  of  exports  are  to  be  found  in  the  pubHcation  entitled 
"Statistical  Classification  of  Domestic  Commodities  Exported  from 
the  United  States  (Schedule  B)/'  effective  January  1,  1931,  which 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Washing- 
ton, D,  C,  or  from  any  district  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Conmierce.  The  price  is  20  cents,  fiveiy  shipper  should 
have  a  copy  of  Sdiedule  B.  The  present  glossary  of  commodities  is 
intended  for  use  in  conjunction  therewith,  and  applies  particularly 
to  Group  6,  Sections  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E,  although  some  references 
are  made  to  articles  classified  under  other  groups. 

Shippers  are  urged  to  give  careful  consideration  to  the  preparation 
of  Shipper's  Export  Declarations,  and  not  to  delegate  this  work 
entirely  to  minor  employees,  who  are  likely  to  lack  the  necessary 
knowledge  and  discretion  essential  to  the  correct  filling  put  of  the 
fonn.  . 

CLASSIflCAnON  * 

It  is  of  vital  importance  to  determine  the  proper  class  under  which 
each  item  falls  and  to  enter  the  numbers  in  the  column  headed  "Sta- 
tistical Code  No.,  Schedule  B."  The  alphabetical  section  of  this 
glossary  may  be  helpful  in  detormimng  the  da^fication  of  doubtful 
ifftides. 

A  tendency  has  been  noticeable  in  tibie  past  to  put  under  class  No. 
6209,  "Other  iron  and  steel  manufactures,"  many  items  properly 
belonging  under  more  specific  classifications.  Care  should  be 
exercised  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  not  a  definite  class  in  which  the 
commodity  should  be  placed,  before  deciding  to  classify  the  article 
under  class  No.  6209.  As  an  example,  carpenters^  bit  braces  fall 
under  class  No.  6169,  ''Mechanics'  and  other  hand  tools,  n.  e.  s.," 
and  not  under  class  No.  6209. 

Considerable  discretion  may  be  required  in  deduii^  contain  iron 
and  steel  manufactures  used  as  parts  or  accessories  of  automobiles, 
machinery,  etc.  If  power-tranamisdion  chains,  forgings,  or  similar 
articles  are  shipped  for  use  as  parts  of  automobiles  or  machinery, 
they  should  be  declared  under  the  appropriate  number  applying  to 
automobile  or  machine  parts.  If,  however,  such  items  are  shipped 
for  general  use,  transmission  chains,  for  example,  should  be  placed 
under  class  No.  6191  and  foigings  under  class  No.  6109.

DBscmrnoif  or  goods 

Goods  should  be  described  in  a  concise  yet  accurate  manner.  Avoid 
vague  and  general  terms,  such  as  "steel  products,"    tools,  etc. 

GOUNTBT  OP  DESTINATION 

The  country  to  which  the  merchandise  is  sold  is  the  ultimate  foreign 
destination  of  goods.  Take  special  care  to  state  the  final  destination 
of  goods  shipped  through  Canada  to  Europe  and  of  goods  to  be  trans- 
shipped in  the  United  Kingdom,  Hong  Kong,  Panama,  etc.,  to  other 

countries. 

EXECUTION  OF  BXPOBT  DBCKiABAnON  fOBM 

Declarations  should  be  typewritten  or  in  mk;  pencil  is  not  per- 
missible. Blank  forms  (Treasury  Department  Form  No.  7525) 
may  be  obtained  from  any  collector  of  Customs  at  25  cents  per  block 

Shipper's  Export  Declarations  are  confidential  and  thfflr  .contents 
will  not  be  divulged  to  outside  parties. 
A  specimen  export  declaration,  properly  made  out,  appears  on  tne 

back  of  title  page.
